In the few years following 1909, 
some 20,000 people bought Every 
glades land, on which many plan- 
ned to live. From the standpoint 
of soi) and climate, this land was 
matchless’. However, it's water) 
needed control, and it’s tracts 
made accessible. Neither reclama- 
tion nor transportation could be 
spared. 

‘That thé land was wet was con- 
cedéd, but the Florida government 
Éad pledged the Federal govern- 
ment; as a-condition of the grant, 
to “RECLAIM” the.land; i. e., to 
make it fit for use. And Governor 
Broward, elected on this issue in 
1900, was aggressively pressing 
this work, % 

Broward was also cutting can- 
als between Lake and coast, which 
helped control the water and carry 
boats. From“1912 till 1924, the 
North cará} carried passengers 
i freight and U. S. mails regularly, 
jana made possible the launching 
of New Okeclanta, first, planned 
Upper Glades settlement, which I 
founded Oct. 24, 1913.
